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This  booklet  is  a  companion  to  the  FORAKER  FAMILY  OF  GUERNSEY 
COUNTY,  OHIO,  and  was  compiled  because  it  seemed  such  a  waste  of  time  and 
effort  (not  to  mention  money)  to  allow  all  these  records  to  be  lost  to  future 
generations , 

When  Sara  Foraker  (Fir s ,  Phillip  Foraker  of  12245  S,W^  Parkway 
Portland  25,  Oregon)  and  I  started  to  pool  our  For (e)aker  information,  we  col¬ 
lected  all  records  on  anyone  named  F'oraker.  As  our  project  grew,  we  were  a  ole 
to  sort  out  those  records  which  pertained  to  our  particular  Guernsey  Co,  family 
and  compile  the  first  booklet  on  it.  We  wTere  left  with  a  hughe  assortment  of 
records  of  the  Forakers  in  Muskingum,  M0rgao ,  and  Highland  Counties  in  Ohio, 
plus  numerous  other  odds  and  ends  which  were  not  connected  especially  to  any 

branch.  1625031 

We  feel  that  if  we  can  carry  our  search  far  enough  and  long 
enough,  we  may  find  a  common  ancestor  for  these  people,  especially  the  three 
branches  which  settled  in  Ohio  -  but  this  is  still  conjecture  and  requires 
much  more  searching. 

It  has  all  been  great  fun,  and  we  have  met  very  many  interesting 
Forakers.  Sara  F'oraker  and  I  have  not  met  as  yet,  but  we  hope  someday  to  do 
so,  as  we  intend  to  pursue  genealogy  until  we  are  old  and  gray,  but  in  ohe 
meantime  we  don’t  want  all  these  records  to  go  to  waste.  Inasmuch  as  I  have  a 
typewriter,  and  access  to  a  mimeograph,  I  am  the  logical  one  to  compile  this 
record,  but  the  credit  should  also  go  to  those  persons  who  shared  records:

Genealogy  is  a  fascinating  hobby,  especially  for  anyone  who 
would  escape  from  the  tensions,  pressures  and  frustrations  of  modern  living. 
Mr.  A,  Toynbee,  in  his  book  "A  Historian ,Ts  Approach  to  Religion"  has  perhaps 
unknowingly  presented  a  very  good  case  for  the  genealogist,  and  I  quote: 

"Human  Nature  is  basically  self-centered.  When  a  human  being  looks 
at  the  Universe,  his  view  of  the  mystery  cannot  be  more  than  a  glimpse 
based  on  his  particular  point  in  Space  and  movement  in  Time. 

"The  Human  Spirit  is  in  a  position  to  break  out  of  its  self-cer.teredness 
as  soon  as  it  interests  itself  in  the  lives  of  other  people  in  other 
times  and  places  for  their  own  sake. 

"For  once  a  human  being  has  recognized  that  these  other  human  beings, 
in  their  time  and  place,  had  as  much  right  as  his  own  generation  has, 
here  and  now,  to  behave  as  if  they  were  the  centre  of  the  Universe, 
he  must  also  recognize  that  his  own  generation  has  as  little  right  as 
these  other  generations  had  to  maintain  a  self-centred  attitude. 

"When  a  number  of  claimants  standing  at  different  points  in  the  Time 
and  Space  make  the  identical  claim  that  each  claimant's  own  particular 
point  in  Time-Space  is  the  central  one,  common  sense  suggests  that  if 
Time -Space  does  have  a  central  point  at  all,  it  is  not  to  be  found  m 
any  local  and  temporary  standpoint  of  any  generation.  Ihere  must  there¬ 
fore  be  something  outside  of  Time  and  Space  which  is  the  controlling 
factor,”

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Genealogy  is  certainly  one  way  in  which  to  interest  one’s  se±f  in  the  laves 
of  other  people  in  other  tines  and  places  for  their  own  sake. 

Hr,  Samuel  Copp  Worthen,  Pres,  of  the  Genealogical  Socaety  02  hew  Jersey  v/rote 

a  paper  entitled  "In  Defense  of  Genealogy"  which  is  used  as  part  of  the  preface 
to  VIRGINIA.  SOLDIERS  OF  17 76  eompiled  and  Edited  by  L0uis  A,  Burgess  -  Richmond, 
Va.  1927,  and  he  too  has  made  several  good  points  about  genealogy  which  I  like 


and  am  quoting  here  because  I  want  to  remember  these  points: 

"'The  genealogist  must  net  expect  to  be  understood  by  the  devotees  of  golf 
and  bridge,  or  the  materialist  who  characterises  everything  that  does  not 
promptly  produce  hard  cash  as  "unpractical”.  Ho  must  rejoice  in  the  epi¬ 
thets  "nut"  and  "bug"  so  freely  and  frequently  bestowed  upon  him  by  people 
of  pronounced  views  but  meagre  originality. 


"Your  true  genealogist  is  an  idealist  and  something  of  an  optimist.  He 
must  first  see  the  good  in  order  to  hold  it  fast.  Those  who  fail  to 
appreciate  and  understand  the  character  of  our  work  ....  pride  themselves 
on  their  contempt  for  the  pant  and  wonder  what  we  expect  to  find  in  musty 
manuscripts  and  crumbling  gravestones. 


"We  seek  inspiration  in  a  past  which  embodied  elements  of  heroism  and 
greatness.  We  know  that  it  belongs  to  us  and  we  wish  to  feel  our  oneness 
with  it.  We  seek  to  find  the  links  which  bind  us  to  it,  and  identify  our¬ 
selves  with  its  achievements,  not  in  a  spirit  of  vain  glory,  but  with  the 
humble  hope  that  we  may  understand  .and  at  least  measure ably  live  up  to 

it . The  history  of  our  country  is  the  history  of  its  family  groups 

and  genealogical  history  is  the  type  which  embodies  the  greatest  personal 
appeal,  the  method  of  approach  which  impresses  history  most  effectively 
not  only  upon  the  mind,  but  upon  the  heart. 

"There  is  more  or  less  widespread  impression  that  a  person  interested  in 
genealogy  must  be  a  snob.  He  may  be,  but  usually  is  not.  Any  pride  that 
he  may  feel  in  his  ancestry  is  generaly  of  the  most  innocuous  variety.  He 
seldom  appears  disposed  to  claim  any  personal  credit  for  what  his  ancestors 
did  or  were,  or  Id  assume  an  attitude  of  superiority  on  thejr  account," 

The  mo tiros*  advanced  by  Mr.  Worthen  for*  genealogy  are  sound  and  are  probably 
the  underlying  motives  of  any  genealogist,  no  matter  how  many  ■  ~  j  of  his 
friends  or  relatives  call  him  "nut  or  "bug".  It  is  a  fascinating  and  interesting 
hobby  for  all  ages,  and  I  have  often  wished  that  one  of  my  own  ancestors  had 
compiled  a  family  listing  to  make  my  task  easier  -  however  I  may  have  missed  out 
on  the  thrill  of  uncovering  information  on  my  own. 

At  any  rax-e,  this  booklet  is  intended  as  a  help  to  future  genealogists,  and  is 
not  to  be  considered  as  infallible,  although  care  has  been  taken  to  include  only 
material  backed  up  by  reliable  records  or  reliable  sources  of  information. 

If  anyone  reading  this  material  has  additional  information  to  offer,  it  will  be

ANDREW  J.  FOREACRE,  aged  49,  resident  of  Caline  City,  Clay  Co.  Indiana  made  appli¬ 
cation  for  a  pension.  He  stated  he  enlisted  in  the  service  of  the  United  States 
at  Paris,  Edgar  County,  Illinois  on  the  12th  day  of  August,  1862  as  a  Sergeant  an 
Co,  D,  commanded  by  Capt.  James  M.  Hewbart  in  the  1st  Reg,  of  Engineer  Mo.  Jol. 

He  was  honorably  discharged  at  St.  Louis,  Mo.  on  the  2?th  day  of  May,  1865.  He 
contracted  diarrhea  and  piles  in  line  of  duty  as  a  soldier  in  Georgia  in  Aug.  -l3c4, 
and  this  has  greatly  disabled  him  from  the  performance  of  manual  labor.  He  received 
treatment  at  Buford  Hospital,  S.C.  in  Jan.  and  Feb.  1865,  &nd  in  the  U.J.  Hospital 
in  Hew  York  in  March  and  April,  1865, 

Since  leaving  the  service  he  resided  mostly  at  or  near  Sanford, 
Indiana,  and  his  occupation  at  the  time  of  enlistment  was  that  of  a  carpenter.

1613. 

This  affidavit  was  supplemented  by  an  affidavit  made  by  Thomas  Rodgers  of  High*

time  of  Joshua  Foreacre's  service,  and  that  he  was  then  acquainted  with  Joshua 
Foreacre  and  that  he  knew  the  declaration  to  be  true.
